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Don’t Freeze Inflation 

The cost of living index rose by nearly 
three points in January, and there is every 
indication it will continue to rise if unchecked 
by governmental intervention. 

If the government persists in saying price 
and wage control is impractical at this time, 
we wonder just when it will be practical. 
Already the prices of consumer goods have 
climbed so high that the 1951 dollar is worth 
only a fraction of the 1946 dollar. Certainly, 
if the farmers, low wage earners and those 
on fixed investment or pension income are to 
be protected it will not be by fixing prices at 
double their present figures. 

If the government is now considering 
price control, we suggest an effort be made 
to do it pretty quickly, before present prices 
get sweepingly out of hand. Price control 
should be used to prevent inflation — not 
confirm it. 

At the risk of using a hackneyed expres- 
sion, we have observed that there is no point 
in making the barn door secure AFTER the 
horse has been stolen. 


To Dr. Wood? 


There is a brand of journalism that looks 
for a nigger in every weoodpile wherever 
politics are concerned. Ia the case of Dr. 
Wood, some think there are sinister dealings 
concerning proposed Whitecourt to Valley- 
view highway that the member from High 
Prairie couldn't stomach 

We don’t think there is anything off- 
color in this highway deal, but no doubt the 
wrangling over it has made the Doctor come 
to realize what a truly charmed life he lived 
before he foolishly attended that nomination 
meeting before the last Provincial election. 

Morinville, Westlock and Barrhead dis- 
tricts want to see the highway cut across 
country through Fort Assiniboine. Onoway, 
Sangudo, Mayerthorpe and Whitecourt natur- 
ally want it exactly where the government 
now plans it. Up in the High Prairie country 
there are views whatever decision has been 
arrived at, and that's what caused Dr. Wood 
all the trouble, 

The highway obviously can't be built 
in both places at the same time. But we 
believe it won't be long until a route via 
Fort Assiniboine can be considered in addi- 
tion to the Whitecourt cut-off. There must 
be thousands of acres of good land waiting 
for the brush- breakers plow and all this 
country can be opened up for settlement. 


A Blow to the West 


Western farmers who want to buy 
manufactured goods pay Eastern groups the 
retail price effective in the United States 
plus an arbitrary customs duty of 10%, 20% 
or 30°. or whatever price the Eastern manu- 
facturers think is necessary to guarantee 
them an exclusive market at their own price. 

But Western producers do not get any 
such protection. Farm products are sold 
at or below the world market prices. Alberta 
could have a booming Coal Mining industry 
if the same sort of protection given, say, 
the manufacturers of farm machinery were 
given the producers of Alberta coal. 

To avoid putting duties on the import 
of Pennsylvania coal into Ontario, and vet 
give a token of support to Alberta’s coal in- 
dustry, the Dominion government many 
years ago provided a subsidy to help pay che 
freight charges to Eastern Canada. The Rail- 
Ways assisted the sale of Alberta coal in 
Ontario giving a lower rate. But now the 
freight rate is being increased 

This will eliminate Alberta 
Eastern markets and throw a good many 
miners out of work. It will produce some 
more mining ghost towns. It will ensure that 
more and more Canadian dollars go the the 
U.S.A. 

It isn’t often that Solon Low comes up 
with a good idea, but his suggestion to es- 
tablish industries in Alberta where the coal 
and natural gas is, is a good idea even if 
obvious. We have the potentialities here for 
great industries with big cities and millions 
of population. We now have the ideas, Let's 
see some action,

Ex-Farm Union Directors 
Blast President Henry Young 


Three former directors of the Farmers’ Union of Alberta 
this week blasted President Henry Young for his lack of action 
in ousting alleged Communists from the organization, and sug- 
gested that farmers should ignore the FUA and join the Alberta 


Federation of Agriculture. 

In a statement to this news- 
paper, Karl V. Kapler of Strome, 
Mrs. Vera Lowe of St. Albert, and 
Mrs. Susan Gunn of Lloydminster 
said that continued membership 
on the FUA Central Board 
“would not only be futile, but mis- 
leading to farm people.” 

“Mr. Young now is keen to pub- 
licize the fact that a committee 
was appointed at the recent board 
meeting to bring in a constitution- 
al amendment to the next con- 
vention,” said the statement. ‘Let 
us make quite clear that Mr. 
Young and members of the exe- 
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cutive can take no 
that.’”’ 


“Further,” the statement con- 
tinued, “let us make completely 
clear that at the last convention, 
an amendment in legal form was 
passed and incorporated in the 
constitution to provide for ex- 
pulsion. It was found when the 
board met, that the amendment 
was ineffective. There is no as- 
surance that future amendments 
will not also be absolutely futile. 
To rest the case, therefore, on 
this procedure, would have been, 
in our opinion, misleading to the 
people in the country. 

“One question remains to be 
answered— ‘Where do we go from 
here?’ The answer to this question 
rests, in our opinion, with the 
farm veovle of this province. The 
future course of farm organiza- 
tion in Alberta must be determ- 
ined by the grouns, locals and 
districts, within the organization,

Young Says Districts 
Can't Quit Farm Union 


In reply to charges from former 


statement 


Farm Union directors who sug- 
gested farmers should desert the 
FUA and join the Alberta Feder- 
ation of Agriculture, and pointed 
out that one district board is al 
ready considering such _ action, 
Henry Young, pregident, told this 
newspaper that “no district board 
has the power to withdraw from 
the organization.” 

He added that they could not 
transfer any part of the FUA or- 
ganization or funds to any other 
organization. He said “members 
may withdraw = as 
only.” 

Appointments have been made 
to fill vacancies on the central 
board caused by recent resigna- 
tions, Mr. Young said. 

The president has contended 
that no action can be taken to oust 
communists in the Union because 
the constitution does not proivde 
for this. He says that ousting will 
have to wait for another provin 
cial convention, when the consti- 
tion can be amended. 

Meanwhile, Roy C. Marler, of 
Bremner, said that the Alberta 
Federation of Agriculture has had 
no part in so-called attempts to 
scuttle the FUA, and that the 
“federation considers it most in- 


individuals 


apprepriate to enter into any con- 
troversy” on whether Farm Union 
members should desert their or- 
ganization. 

The two directors on the Cen- 
tral Board of the FUA who are 
alleged to have pro-communist 
sympathies are Ray Garneau of 
Wainwright and Roy Maricle of 
Hamlin. ‘

Red Cross Outpost Nurses 
Carry On Heroic Work 


In a tiny settlement in Northern Alberta, a Red Cross 
nurse is busy bringing two sets of twins into the world. 


On the same night, a nurse is 
trekking by plane, auto, horse- 
back and foot into the interior 
of British Columbia to answer an 
emergency call from a= family 
gravely stricken with influenza. 

These are but two samples of 
the work accomplished day after 
day by the nurses in the chain of 
82 Red Cross Outnost Hospitals 
and Nursing Stations linking Can- 
ada from coast to coast. 


“More than 90,000 persons 
received medical care and ser- 
vices through our Outposts in 
1950,” reports Miss Helen Mc- 
Arthur, national director. 


“Today these remote centres of 
medical care must be ready to 
play an even more important part 
in the rural services picture, to 
carry a greater weight of services 


in times of disaster and national 
emergency.” 

Nine communities reached a 
point where they could take over 
Red Cross Outpost Hospital ser- 
vice last year, leaving Red Cross 
free to enter ten new communities 
and to extend the Nursing Station 
service to more remote areas, 
without increasing the budget. 

Two new Nursing Stations were 
opened in Saskatchewan for the 
first time, with two more being 
considered.

UNIFORM 
ELECTIONS 


Among the most important 
clauses of the Act are ones which 
will establish a uniform election 
day each October, abolish property 
qualifications for candidates for 
council, provide for new councils 
to assume power the first Monday 
after election day, and limit civic 
borrowing to 20 per cent of the 
total value of the assessment 
éolls. 

The uniform election day would 
be the third Wednesday following 
nomination day, which is fixed 
for the fourth Wednesday in 
September. 

Special provisions are made in 
the Act for certain cities, in- 
cluding a provision in the Edmon- 
ton section which protects the 
rights of South Siders. 


Rights of South Side .esi- 
dents, originally agreed to by 
Edmonton under the old Strath- 
cona~- Edmonton amalgamation 
act, are maintained in the new 
act. 


Under the act voting on money 
by-laws will be limited to tax- 
payers and a two-thirds majority 
vote will be required for approval 
of such by-laws. 

The act also calls for the hold- 
ing of an annual tax recovery sale 
for property forfeited through 
non-payment of taxes.

According to a renort from 
Reuter’s news agency, leaders of 
the movement held a secret meet- 
ing in Munich last week to discuss 
plans for a nolitical settlment for 
eastern Europe should the Soviet 
system come to an end. 


The meeting was attended by 
several Britons, described as 
wartime experts on the Balkans. 


Many of the politicians attend- 
ing the meeting claimed to head 
underground guerilla grouns that 
are actually engaged in warfare 
with troons of the MVD (Ministry 
of the Interior )inside Soviet Rus- 
sia. 

The meeting was attended by 
anti-Communist Ukrainians, Poles, 
Azerbaijanis, Turks, Georgians, 
Cossacks, Croats, Czechs and Slo- 
vaks. 

Many of these fought for local 
independence against the Russian 
revolution ;some preferred to join 
the Nazis in 1941 in order to be 


able to fight Communism and 


were taken prisoner inside Ger- 
many or elsewhere in 1945. 


Supporters of the Ukrainian 
partisan leader, “General” 
Istvan Bandara, have bought 
both Nazis and Communists. 


Much of the discussion at the 
Munich meeting was purely aca- 
demic; what fo do with Soviet 
Russia in the event of a downfall 
of the Communist regime. 

Delegates agreed that the USSR 
should eventually be broken up 
into its component racial parts— 
Ukrainians, Georgians, Azerbai- 
janis and so on. 


UKRAINIANS 
POLES AGREE 


An achievement of the meeting 
is believed to have been that the 
Ukrainians and Poles came to an 
agreement whereby the Polish 
Ukraine would be nut under com 
mon administration with a plebis- 
cite to determine 
ment.

The Polish Ukraine is the east- 
ern part of Poland seized by 
Russia after the collapse of 
Poland in 1939 and incorporated 
in the Soviet Ukraine. 


Immediate aim of the “Anti- 
Bolshevik Bloc of Nations” is to 
set up an independent radio 
statior, in Western Germany. 


The movement is led by Jaro- 
slay Stetzko, a Polish Ukrainian 
now living in London, who was 
Prime Minister of the self-styled 
“Independent Republic of the 
Ukraine” for the four days of its 
existence in 1941, 

Stetsko did not attend the Mu- 
nich meeting, but was represented 


there by his wife, who lives in 
Austria under a false name. 

Financial contributions are 
being made to the movement by 
Alberta Ukrainians to offset the 
pro-Communist sympathies of 
some members of the Ukrainian 
colony in Canada.

“Flying Saucers’ Revealed 
As U. S. Navy Balloons 


The mystery of the “flying saucers” has been solved by 
the Office of Naval Research in Washington, which reports 
that the things were huge plastic balloons used by the U.S. 
Navy in cosmic ray studies at high altftudes. 


Reports of flying saucers, which 
began in the summer of 1947, 
amounted to some 2,000 “sight- 
ings’. The reports came in when 
the Navy began to use a new 100- 
foot, plastic balloon to carry elec- 
tronic instruments aloft for study- 
ing cosmic rays and other phen- 
omena of the atmosphere. 

According to Dr. Urner Liddel, 
chief of the Nuclear Physics 
branch of the Research Office, 
the balloons sometimes rose to a 
height of 100,000 feet (about 
nineteen miles) and were swept 
along by winds of 200-miles-an- 
hour or more. Released at many

points in the country, the balloons 
were free to travel unlimited dis- 
tances. Dr. Liddel says that dusk 
on a summer evening was the best 
time to see a “saucer’’ and reports 
indicate that many discs were 
sighted at this time. The lateral 
rays of the sun illuminated the 
base of the balloon, permitting ob- 
servers to see the cup of the bot- 
tom.

New Artificial Heart, Lung, 


May Some Day Save Your Life 


Your life may some day be 
saved by a mechanical heart or 
lungs, which is now being per- 
fected by medical science, accord- 
ing to the American Heart Asso- 
ciation. 

Two types of complete heart- 
lung systems already have proved 
quite successful with small ani- 
mals, and the day is near at hand 
when the first tests with humans 
will be justified. 

The mechanical hearts § and 
lungs would be expected to func- 
tion only a short time and are 
devised so that the heart, espe- 
cially, can be completely immobil- 
ized during surgery. The associa- 
tion says: 

“Many scientists are working 
to perfect a mechanical heart- 
lung apparatus to take over the 
duties of heart and lungs for a 
brief period, to nermit the sur- 
geon to onerate on an inactive 
heart. Two such experiments, fi- 
nanced by the American Heart 
Association, have proved success- 
ful when applied to small ani- 
mals.” 

There is every reason to ex- 
pect successful results, it 
is indicated, as have been 
achieved Ly the recently develop- 
ed artificial kidney which can 
perform all the functions of the 
human kidney for hours at a 
time, thus substituting for the 
weakened organ. 

It has saved many lives in emer- 
grencies, and is now being used to 
study changes in kidney functon 
in normal and diseased conditions. 

When heart valves become dam- 
aged, usually as a result of 
rheumatic fever, they do not open 
and close normally. This inter- 
feres with the flow of blood. 

In an effort to correct such 
conditions by surgery, one re- 
search team, the Association re- 
ports, has been developing plastic 
heart valves which can be inserted
